and those which .properly obtain, in 
times of peaco. Again, principles. and 
standards for industrial, employment 
•ary among the several States, and 
«ven differ as between various indus- 
tries in the same.State, Hence there 
are serious diffiiculties in the way of 
establishing uniform and proper regu- 
lations in-these matters.

In the preparation of the following 


memorandum no effort'has., been made 
to establish, or even suggest, definite 
rules of conduct. -However, the memo- 
randum as a whole presents, what may 
be considered a fair—if tentative- 
basis of action. It is issued for tho 
information and guidance of inspect- 
ors and production officers quite as 
much with the hope that it will assist 
in clarifying their own thinking as 
that it may load to action on tneir 
part by the Government. 


It must be recognized that the un- 


usual conditions brought about by the 
war force, both upon the manufacturers 
undtupon their employees additional 
bu-*cns and strain. The 
difiiculticj 


und responsibilities of each side are 
apparent. Every effort snould bo made 


tice of enticing, employees from other 
establishments, engaged in the pro- 
duction oi war materia'. .for the Gov- 
ernment by the offer of'higher wi.ges 
should'be strongly discouraged. T-,ere 
is always a temptation to resort .to it 
upon tho part of those who are. exe- 
cuting contracts for the Government,

in their accustomed occupations.

employment of women on 'night shifts 
should be avoided as a necessary,pro- 
tection, morally'and physically.
